Proposal may raise Utah officials’ salaries 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt, Attorney General Jan Graham and 
Auditor Auston Johnson would get salary increases of 7.5 percent under an 
advisory panel’s recommendations. 

The Executive and Judicial Compensation Commission on Tuesday proposed 
increases of 7.5 percent for the three eleeted officials, while recommending a 4 
percent boost for state judges and executive-branch chiefs. 

Leavitt’s salary would increase to $91,600 under the proposal, Graham’s 
would go to $77,100; and Johnson’s would be $73,500. 

Lt. Gov. Olene Walker and Treasurer Ed Alter were recommended for 5 per- 
cent increases. 

Supreme Court justices would get a $3,945 bump to $102,445, under the 
plan. Utah’s 68 district court and 21 juvenile court judges would get $93,132. 

The proposals go before the Legislature in January. 


Seizures predicted by mathematical equations 


KANSAS CITY, Kan. — Two researchers say they have discovered a mathe- 
matical equation that can help predict when an epileptic is about to have a 
seizure. 

Their unpublished findings could lead to the development of an implanted 
device that gives epileptics critical seconds needed to remove themselves from 
dangerous or embarrassing situations. 

From their observations of 16 patients at the University of Kansas Medical 
Center, Dr. Ivan Osorio and mathematician Mark Frei developed an algorithm 
that allows a computer to anticipate seizures based on readings of patients’ 
brain waves. 

The patients experienced a total of 125 seizures and the researchers succeed- 
ed in predicting 110 of them, with a warning time averaging 13.6 seconds, said 
Osorio, a neurologist. 

The researchers believe they will be able to predict every seizure, as much as 
several minutes in advance, when their algorithm is modified for each patient. 

Ultimately, an electrode could be implanted in a patient’s brain and attached 
to a transmitter in the chest. Osorio said the device would analyze brain waves 
and sound an alarm or flash a light when the patient is about to have a seizure.

the trial or not. Victims aren’t likely to ask 
for light sentencing if they don’t attend the 
trial, and heavy sentencing if they do. Either 
way, the victims’ testimonies will be damn- 
ing. 

If the men are innocent, the issue of vic- 
tims giving testimony will never arise, since 
no sentencing proceedings will be held. If 
they are found guilty, then the rights of two 
convicted murderers, who killed 168 people 
and injured more than 500 others, should 
not take precedence over the rights of the 
victims of these crimes. 

Victims have a right to attend the trial. 
They also have a legal right to fair treatment 
by government officials. It would not be fair 
to keep them out of a trial that could bring 
the only peace they have known since the 
horror of that spring morning last year. 

The entire nation watched as O.J. Simpson 
was tried for murder. Nearly every 
American wanted to know what the out- 
come of the trail would be, and many sat 
and watched as it unfolded. But very few 
could be considered victims of the case. If 
the American people were permitted to 
watch a trial that they had no legitimate rea- 
sons to be involved in, then it would be a 
crime to keep victims of the Oklahoma City 
bombing out of the trials of McVeigh and 
Nichols. 

Crime victims also have a legal right to 
restitution. Obviously, what was taken from 
them by the bombing can’t be given back. 
Many lost family, health and peace. Should 
their appeals against Matsch’s ruling fail, 
they may also lose hope in the legai system. 
Justice is the closest thing they will get to 
compensation for what they went through. It 
is time that we start giving crime victims at 
least equal consideration to criminals. 
Allowing victims trial access is the first and 
most necessary step on the path to their fair 
treatment.

Few national debates are as bipolar as the issue of school choice. 
Almost all supporters of “voucher” or “opportunity scholarship” 
systems under which parents would be given the option of a public- 


school education for their children or credit towards private-school 


tuition are Republicans, while Democrats overwhelmingly oppose 


them. 


The main arguments given by opponents of school choice are 
that a voucher system would deplete funding for public schools; 
that it would draw off the cream of the students and leave the public 
schools second-class institutions; and that it is simply “wrong,” in 
the words of President Clinton, to support private schools with pub- 


lic money. All three are fallacies. 


The first argument can be addressed mathematically. To do so, I 
devised an equation, despite the best efforts of my eighth-grade 
algebra teacher to render me mathematically dysfunctional.

So far we’ve only had one election which has 
dissolved into civil war. That’s one strike for 
fifty-two times at bat. Even Babe Ruth didn’t 
do that well. 

Yet the success of the American Republic 
isn’t foreordained. It will remain successful 
only so long as people remain involved and 
committed to the process. So despite my hap- 
piness, the rising tide of American cynicism 
gives me reason to worry. I present a short and 
unscientifically compiled list of frightening 
comments: 

*”You can’t believe ANY thing these politi- 
cians say!” Do we really believe this? Of 
course not. If we did we wouldn’t be so disap- 
pointed with them when they lie to us. 

*There is no difference between these two 
candidates.” Not true. Admittedly this year 
was a somewhat duller than usual campaign, 
but Bob Dole and Bill Clinton are not the 
same person. Merrill Cook and Ross Anderson 
offered real differences of style and substance. 

*'Tt’s all rigged.” Actually it isn’t. Sure, we 
live in the era of the finely orchestrated media 
event, but we still walk into the voting booth 
and punch our ballot. 

*”The government won’t last until 2020 any- 
way!” This was actually said by an apparently

intelligent person. All I can say is that if we 
have enough people saying silly things like 
this, it might actually come true.

Last Saturday’s upsets included two Top 10 teams, 
Tennessee to Memphis and Michigan to Purdue. Both of 
these teams are now eliminated from contention for one of 
the two at-large spots in the alliance, which makes the bat- 
tle for these positions very interesting. 

Amidst the discussion of who deserves an at-large bid 
into the alliance has been No. 10 BYU. The Cougars have

» To be eligible to compete in an alliance bowl, a team 
cannot be on probation and must meet one of the following 
criteria:

: 2. Be ranked among the Top 12 bowl eligible teams in 
either the Associated Press or CNN/USA Today final regu- 
lar séason polls.

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tions, the Fiesta Bowl numbers three and five and the 
Orange Bow! will select four and six. This selection 
process rotates each year, giving each bowl the opportunity 
to host the “national championship” game. 

So what does all this mean for BYU and how will the 
Cougars get into one of these bowls? The answer is not 
simple. 

First of all, BYU must win the rest of its games. Next, 
throw out any idea of BYU landing a spot in either the 
Sugar or Orange Bowls. The Cougars will not be invited to 
play in the Sugar Bowl because they will not be ranked 
among the top three teams and the Orange Bow] is out due 
to the far geographic distance of Miami from Provo. 

That leaves the Fiesta Bowl, a perfect fit for BYU if they 
are going to land an alliance spot. This bow! is close to 
Utah and there are many LDS members that live in 
Arizona, making this game a sellout no matter who the 
Cougars might battle. 

Now we must examine the teams ranked ahead of the 
Cougars to see how BYU can move up and grab a Fiesta 
spot. The following must happen for BYU to get invited to 
the Fiesta Bowl: 

No. 1 Florida — Lose to No. 3 Florida State and then 
beat No. 8 Alabama. 

No. 2 Ohio State — Finish the season unbeaten and in 
the Rose Bowl. 

No. 3 Florida State — Remain unbeaten. 

No. 4 Arizona State — Go undefeated and play in the 
Rose Bowl. 

No. 5 Nebraska — Beat No. 6 Colorado. 

No. 6 Colorado — Beat No. 9 Kansas State and lose to 
No. 5 Nebraska. 

No. 6 North Carolina — A loss to Virginia would be 
nice, but not needed. 

No. 8 Alabama — Lose to No. 1 Florida in the SEC 
Championship. 

No. 9 Kansas State — Lose to No. 6 Colorado. 

No. 10 BYU — Win the rest of its games.

Fire contained; 


oil tank explosion 
kills 3 in Mexico

SAN JUAN IXHUATEPEC, Mexico 
— Pumping water and building walls 
of mud and sand, firefighters finally 
put out the flames at a fuel storage 
complex where three oil tanks explod- 
ed. 

Three people died in the blaze, 
which turned 4.2 million gallons of 
fuel into a tower of black smoke over 
this industrial suburb north of Mexico 
City. 

The tanks exploded one after anoth- 
er Monday, triggered by work being 
done on a faulty valve. 

Firefighters, police and soldiers had 
evacuated some 2,400 families from 
working-class neighborhoods nearby 
after the blaze erupted. No homes 
were damaged or seriously threat- 
ened. 

Civil defense authorities began clos- 
ing 11 shelters that had housed some 
5,000 people, and police and soldiers 
started taking down cordons around 
the area. 

Pemex said at least 19 people were 
hospitalized, and the Mexican Red 
Cross said about 900 people received 
first aid, mostly for smoke inhalation. 

Smoke rose at least 3,600 feet and 
could be seen throughout the valley, 
home to 17 million people. Huge 
globes of fire shot up during the night 
and well into Tuesday. 

The explosion occurred a mile from 
the site of a 1984 natural gas explo- 
sion at a Pemex tank complex and 
killed 503 people and injured some 
4,235 others.
